A comnittee from the Library Asmociation, composed of H. H., Sevier and
others, asked that the Counoil inoclude in the proposed bond imssue for the Oity
of Austin the amount of One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) for the
sroction and sqQuipment of a publioc library., The committee further requested
that the city do some work towards beautifying the grounds of the library site,
whioh latter request was referred to the Oity Managez for his attention,

H. F. Kuehne presented a petition signed by residents of Duval 3treet,
betweon 264 and 35th 8treets, asking for the paving of said Duval Streest with
Uvalde Rook Asphalt, Councilman Reed moved that the petition be received,
taken under advisement, and acoted upon as promptly as possible. MNotion prevailled
by the following vote: Ayes, Mayor MoFadden, Oouncilmen Mueller, Pannell, Reed,
and 8teok, 5; nays, none.

Donnelly & White, Jno. L. Martin, and Fox & Schmidt, Plumbers, through
their attorney, Geo.
